of Senator Robert M. La Follette as a 
presidential candidate will be present- 
ed to the republican national conven- 
tion at Chicago by Michael B. Ol- 
brich, a leading lawyer of this city-. 
Friday afternoon Senator La Follette 
wirert to .Mr. Olbrich asking him if iie 
wouln ipresent his name. Late last 
night Olbrich wired the senator advis- 
ing him he would he glad to-accept. 
Four 3'ears ago the name of Senator 
La Follette \yas presented to the Chi- 
cago convention by Mr. Olbrich. His 
speech at that time attracted consid- 
erable attention. 
Olbrich was born 
and raised on a. farm near Sharon, 
Wis., and attended' tho-University of 
Wisconsin, graduating with the law 
class of 1905-. He taught oratory 
at 
the' university of Wisconsin for one 
year and then entered into the practice 
of law with John A. Aylward and Jo- 
seph E. Davies. The latter was ap- 
pointed on the federal trade commis- 
sion hy President Wilson. Olbrich is 
thirty-live years old. 
Senator La Follette has fifteen. of 
the twenty-six delegates from Wiscon- 
cons'.n to the National convention.. He 
also has a delegation from North Da- 
kota. Olbrich is a district 
delegate 
from the Madison congressional dis- 
trict.

Cincinnati, May 20.—George B. Cox, 


politician and baseball and .theatrical 
magnate, died at his home here early 
today. 
Mr. Cox was 
stricken with 


paralysis February 29, from which he 
never recovered, although death is 
said to have been from pneumonia, 
which developed in the last few days. 


A Professional Politician. 


Georga Barnstable Cox was one of 


the most widely known professional 
politicians in Ohio, a baseball mag- 
nate, a banker and part owner of one 
of the largest theatrical 
syndicates 


in .the country. 
Born in Cincinnati, 


April 29, 1863, he began his career as 
a newsboy, and later became a saloon- 
keeper at "Dead Man's Corner," as 
the locality at Carlisle and • Central 
avenues, Cincinnati, was known be- 
cause of the numerous murders in the 
neighborhood. 
Cincinnati was "wide 
open" in those days, and unbridled 
saloons and gambling flourished. Cox, 
however, kept his place orderly and 
established a reputation for physical 
courage that he maintained through- 
out his career. 
He immediately became a leader in 
local politics and soon spread his in- 
fluence until he virtually controlled 
the republican- machine in Hamilton 
county, obtained a powerful hold on 
state politics and wielded an influenpe 
in national campaigns. 
Early in his .political career Cox 
was elected to the city council. That, 
however, was the only elective office 
to which he ever aspired. He found 
the inner circle conferences of his 
party far more to his liking than the 
open work of the platform. 


Worked for Blalr.e. 
In 1884, during the Elaine-Cleveland 
campaign, Cox's circle of influence 
widened. At that time the republicans 
declared for protective tariff and the 
idea appealed to Cincinnati as a ris- 
ing manufacturing city. 
Cox was 
awake to the possibilities, formed the 
famous "Blame Club," and asked to be 
allowed to direct the 
congressional 
campaign. 
In this political flght he 
won, Hamilton county giving Blaine 
a substantial plurality. 
Cox's work in connection with the 
candidacy of William Howard Taft for 
the presidency, occasioned 
surprise 
among political observers. When the 
former president 
was 
secretary of 
war he delivered an address at Akron, 
Ohio, supporting Myron T. Herrick

GERMANS WIN ON YSER 


French Troops Repulsed in Attempt 


to Cr*w Canal Last Night—Aerial 


Fleets Active. 


Berlin, May 20.—The failure of re- 


peated attacks by the French on the 
German positions along the road be- 
tween Hareourt and Esnes, on the 
Verdoc. front, was announced by the 
war office today. A patrol operation 
in the Argonne resulted 
in 
heavy 


losses for the French. 


Start Drive Along Yser. 


Paris, May 20.—German troops took 
the offensive along the 
Yser canal 
between Steenstraete and 
Het 
Sus 
last night, the war officials announced 
today. An attempt to cross the canal 
failed. 
The Germans also attacked in the 
Champaign. The announcement says 
that asphyxiating gas was used but 
the assault was repulsed. 
Dunkirk was bombarded by German 
aeroplanes. 
One woman was killed 


and 28 persons wounded. 
The town of Bergues, near Dunkirk, 
also was bombarded by German aero- 
planes. Five persons were killed and 
eleven wounded . In retaliation for 
these attacks, French and Belgian 
aeroplanes dropped bombs on German 
camps. 
Ou the Verdun front, there was no 
important developments. French po- 
sitions at Avocourt and in Deadmau 
Hill were bombarded violently. 


English Coatt Raid. 
London, May 
20.—Three German 
aeroplanes made a raid on the English 
coast last night, a British official an- 
nouncement stated. 
One of the air 
craft was brought down off the Bel- 
gian coast. 
The seaplanes dropped 
thirty-seven bombs, wounding one sol- 
dier and two civilians.

New York, May 20.—Trans-Atlantic 
risks have dropped from 3 per cent to 
2 per cent in both New York and Lon- 
don markets during the last week. In- 
formation received today from London 
by a local firm stated that reductions 
o£ another half per cent were being 
made in many instances. This would 
mean a cutting of the rates in one-half 
since the German reply to the last 
American note was forwarded to this 
country. 


Although the reduction is attributed 
chiefly to the German note, local un- 
ierwriters also attached importance 
:p the information, received by them 
from England that the British cam- 
raign against German submarines had 
ieen effectively renewed.

Caret of Rhinoceroi Horn. 


Probably some of the most expensive 


canes to manufacture are those from 
rhinoceros horns. Such a cane, when 
made of one piece of horn, often costs 
as high as $500. The high price is due 
to the expert treatment which the 
rhinoceros horn requires immediately 
after the beast has been slain.

contended by Governor Ehilipp in a 
speech here Friday nieht. 
The governor explained the work- 
ings of the new engineering depart- 
ment and that of the state accountant, 
and gave figures to show 
savings 
which he claimed 
for 
departments 
under his administration. 
"What the state has needed," said 
the governor, "and the thing that the 
progressive party has failed to recog- 
nize during the years that-it was in 
power, was a better system o£ control 
over state expenditures. This control, 
in-order to. be effective, should be ex- 
ercised over demands made upon the 
legislature. 
Big Appropriations Extravagant. 
"Excessive appropriations, 
or ap- 
propriaitions larger than the actual re- 
quirements, 
uniformly lead to ex- 
travagance, because a department of 
government or a public 
institution 
that receives more thaa it reauires, 
if left ito itself, usually finds a way 
in which to spend the surplus. 
"In recent 
years a pretence was 
made at preparing a 'budget for the 


statement from each institution and 
each government deartment. .He and 
the governor know at all times what 
the expenditures are. 
Will Present Budget. 
"The state accountant, with the aid 


of the state board of public affairs, 
will be able, under our new plan, to 
present a budget to the legislature 
that will represent the actual require- 
ments of the state institutions. It will 
be a demand for money in which the 
legislature can have confidence.

protect our

treasury 
against unreasonable demands, and at

"I regard -this new arrangement as 
genuine progress, although it has been 
widely criticised by politicians and

project which will pay for its opera- 
tion for flve years. 
"-'I regard this as one of the most 
valuable institutions of the state," he 
said. "The appropriation for it is

It 
meant that each department of gov- 
ernment and every public institution 
asked for an amount far in excess of 
its requirements, but was willing to 
accept less If it was possible for the 
legislature to discover its real needs. 
Need Dependable Figures. 
"I regard it as a reflection upon the 
business 
ability 
of a state govern- 
ment when its institutions are per- 
mitted to go before a legislative body 
with unreasonable1 or unnecessary de- 
mands, and finally resort to the 'auc- 
tion store' plan to adjust their appro- 
priation's. 
The demands made upon 
the legislature should represent the 
actual needs and no more, and the fig-. 
ures should be absolutely dependable, 
and ought not require any further in- 
vestigation by the legislature. That 
body should not find it necessary to 
discuss department and 
institution 
appropriations except when, in the in- 
interest of the state, increased activi- 
ties either by the department br insti- 
tutions are demanded. 
"Furthermore, there was absolutely 
no check provided over the expendi- 
tures of any department, except as

trolled it. No information was given 
tie governor concerning expenditures 
until the close of the fiscal year. That 
meant that the executive department, 
which is responsible to the people, 
could get no information concerning 
the state expenditures until after the 
money had been! spent.
